Pennsylvania's mining industry Is 


being called upon to produce the 
greatest amount of coal in Its his- 
tory and the best means to the em- 
ployed to reduce the number of ac« 
cidents is to educate the miners, as- 
serts James E. Roderick, chief of the 
Department of Miaes in a report on 
mining accidents. 


The chief says that It Is apparent 


that "outside aid, practical sugges- 
tion and legal provisions can accom- 
plish little more in the way of re- 
ducing accidents", and that the em- 
ployers should devote more attention 
to seeing that their miners are given 
Instructions: especially in English. 


Chief Roderick's report is the re- 


sult of recent studies. He says, in 
part: 


"Wilh all the raising interests unit- 


ed to make raining conditions as safe 
as possible, H would seem that about 
everything had been done to reduce 
the hazard and lessen the number of 
(Casualties. 
It is a fact, however, 


that all the efforts lave failed to 
bring about a material lessening of 
the number. The only possible hope 
for a betterment in conditions lies 
with th» workers themselves, 
svho 


must exercise greater care in the per- 
fc/rmance of their work. 


It is almost incredible that with 


all the modern safety appliances, the 
improved methods of mining, the com- 
prehensive mining laWs 
and 
the 


stringent rules for the guidance of 
employes there should be no appre- 
ciable reduction in the number of 
accidents. There are several reasons 
however, for this apparently illogi- 
cal state of affairs. Two of the most 
Important are (1) the mining of coal 


now more dJfflcult and hazardous 


than ever before, and (2) the ignor- 
ance and the resultant carelessness 
on Uie part of the workers. 


"Unquestionably the existing meas- 


ures protecting the mine workers are 
sufficient to make the Industry rnucu ' 
safer than it is. but the individual j 
worker must exert himself If he is i 
to hope for greater Immunity. 
The j 


personal equation enters \ery large-j 
ly Into the subject, and It Is this 
phase that mudt be considered in any 
further effort made to lessm» the 
number of accldentB. The Individual j 
must be educated and impressed w.th j 
the necessity for looking after his ( 
own safety and the safety ot bin rel- 
Jow workers. 


"The more Intelligent tie worker 


the more careful, other things being 
equal, la he la his work. This feet 
Is fully' realized by all mining men. 
and their desire to increase the edu- 
cational facilities has resulted in the 
inauguration of night schools, rilir'ng 
Institutes, 
vocational schools 
and 


other means of Imparting knowledge. 
A school started by the Lchigh Val- 
ley Coal company in 1909 was the 
pioneer Institution of the kind in the 
anthracite region. 
Briefly, its pur- 


pose Is to afford opportunity for ed- | 
ucatlon to nil elates in and about 
tho mines.

August 25. 


The previous report showed 
that 


the ratio of tonnage produced to full- 
time output continued to decline dur- 
ing the week ended August 11. Mines 
representing more than one-third of 
the output of the country produced 
7].8 per cent of their combined full- 
time capacity as limited by the pres- 
ent labor force. The index not only 
fell below the level of the preceding 
week (73.0), but reached thei lowest 
point attained since June 1 when the 
system of weekly reports was begun. 
Iowa, Illinois, Ohio, Kansas and Mis- 
souri, declined; Alabama, Southwes- 
tern Virginia, and Western Pennsyl- 
vania .held their own; while Eastern 
Kentucky and Tennessee recovered to 
some extent from the 
depression ^f 


the w<»k before. 


The record of cars of coal loaded on 


roads representing more than half 
the shipments of -bituminous 
coal 


shows a. drop of 4 per cent in the week 
ended August IS, compared with the 
week ended August 11, but an Incraaie 
over (he low record of August. 4; The 
general downward tendency in the 
rate of production that has been tnani- 
fes^ed since the middle of July was 
resumed last week, after a slight gain 
in the week ended August 11, in all 
districts shown except Illinois and In- 
diana.
